Here is Lieut.

“ Dear Tal: Justa few lines to give 
you the dope and what it’s all about. 
We struck a deuce of a blow that Mon- 
day night and got into a bfinding rain 
and snow storm. We made good a 
course north by west, as a crow flies, 
$20 miles from New York, but about 
1.500 or 1.600 miles from New York 
by dog sled and rail. 

“We maintained an altitude of ap- 
proximately 3,000 feet, being driven, I 
imagine, southwest at lower altitude 
than northeast at upper altitude. We 
did not see g thing the remainder of the 
flight. The only place was “Wells, 
N. Y¥., and once when we hung up in 
the Adirondack mountains crashing 
into trees and nearly got sick before 
we got out. 

“ We kept going, seeing nothing, ant 
after twenty-five hours’ flight and 
évery ounce of available ballast ex- 
pended, including drag rope, lining out 
of the basket, etc., and when at an 
altitude of 6,500 feet, we heard a dog 
bark. ‘The kid immediately chinned

“We saw what we thought was a 
house, but which turned out to be a

Says She Never Was Worried. 


So complete was Mrs. Hinton's faith 
in his skill as an airman and in his 
good luck that—at least. so she de-|

worried about him. She is a slender, 

blue eyed, brown haired girl of 22, 

pretty and vivacious and altogether 
charming. 

“Of course it was a wonderful re- 
lief to get Walter's letter and to know 
exactly where he was and how he was 
feeling,” she said tonight in their pret- 
ty litle home.

“Tal here (Hinton's chum, Talbot) 
and Mrs. Tal have been equally con-‘ 
fident.

WELL PLANNED BUNGALOW. 


VERY ONE knows that a square 
building is cheaper to construct 
than a long or irregular one, be 
cause the ratio of wall to en- 

closed space is smaller in the square 


structure. Theoretically a six or eight 
sided house would be cheaper still, 
and a round house the cheapest of all, 
for the same reason; but such shapes 
are odd to the eye and do not furnish 
desirably shaped quarters inside. The 
square building remains the practica- 
ble limit of cheap construction. 

There is a genera! belief that a bun. 
gaiow must needs forego the econo- 
mies of the square, and spread out in 
a long, straggling series of rooms. A 
glance at these floor plans will show 
that this notion is an error. The in- 
closed part of this house is almost 
exactly square—4l feet by 38; yet with- 
in this right angled, rigid looking 
space, the architect has developed a 
most charming habitation, which 
seems to show that the square plan 
works as well in bungalows as in two 
story houses. 

He has made only one concession 
and that is to the climate, rather than 
to the doctrine of an elongated build. 


ing. This house ‘is frankly intended 


for a southern climate; which practi- 
cally means anything south of central! 
lilincis. Such a climate demands 
porches, and the architect has put a 
great porch clear across the front of 
this dwelling. This gives a space of 
10 feet by 38 of roofed in outdoors; a 
delightful sitting room, and a most 
useful cooler for air currents before 
they are admitted to the front of the 
house. 

Since the c’imate makes a vestibule 
unnecessary, the entrance door opens 
directly into the living room. This is 
20 feet by 15, with a fine fireplaee at 
the end. Opposite the fireplace is the 
dining room, with only a post and 
panel division. So this last named 
room is more than 16 feet square, the 
two forming a room stretching clear 
across the house with an effect of 
spaciousness seldbm gained in far

Two things are worthy of note about 
this double room. In the first place, 
the walls are cut by the fewest possible 
number of doors.

Plentiful ventilation is thus 
provided, especially through the open- | 
ings on the porch, where, even on the | 
hottest day, the air will be somewhat | 
cooler than in the sun. 

From the diniflg room you pass! 
through a butler’s pantry to the kitch- | 
en, 9 feet by 11. Still farther back is | 
a handy service porch, under the roof, | 
and turning to the right you enter a/ 
sleeping porch, 15 feet by 7. 

This is one of the finest features of 
the house. The porch is a part of the) 
house inclosure and opens on both, 
bedrooms. One of these, in the corner | 
of the house, is 12 feet by 16, and has | 
cross ventilation. The other, nearly | 
as large, is in the center of the house | 
and opens only on the sleeping porch. | 
Here is where the door from this bed-| 
room to the living room shows its) 
worth. Thanks to this, the central bed- 
room is as well ventilated as any one. 
could desire, and unquestionably is the | 
coolest room in the house. 

Both bedrooms nave good closets and | 
open on a little hall which connects 
them with each other, with the living 
room, and with the bathroom. This) 
last contains a fair sized linen closet. 

The house is designed for a small | 
family, but if such a family is likewise 
of small means it can still get this 
delightful home. Rich men, perhaps, | 
can afford to throw away money in 
flimsy construction, though the coun- 
try ill can afford to have them do so. 
The poor man or the man of moderate | 
means must make his dollars last. 

When he builds this house he puts 
his money into brick, which endures 
forever. The walls and porch columns.

Longer Days Toll 
Knell of Another 
Parting “Season”

LREADY the days of the week 
are growing longer. We are 


climbing up again towards sum. 

4 mer. But if week days are 

» jengthening their span, the days of 

the present social season are numbered 
and hurrying to their ending. 

By what shall we remember this pas. 
sing season? By the ripening know! 
edge gained of our fellow man and 
woman’? By the marking of a higher 
civilization in the mariner of our so- 
cial intereourse? By improvement in 
our standards of taste and conduct” By 
a greater sanity in our way of ordering 
our daily lives” 

No, my friends, it will be none of 
these desirable signs of advancing cu!- 
ture which will give the stamp to 1920- 
‘24. It will be the little, jiggling. foo!- 
ish dance yclept the “toddle.” Many 
strange antics have been perpetrated 
in the name of Terpsichore, but never 
auyvthing quite so unworthy the heir 
of all the ages as this lilting, trifling. 
little hop. 

Even to watch it induces palsy in the 
onlooker. as head, hands, and feet in- 
voluntarily keep time to the mischiev- 
ous. disturbing music. Most of those 
who dance it do so with a silly, apolo- 
gétic smile, especially if they belong to 
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the not so young section of society. It 


gives a ballroom the effect of being oc» 


cupied by a herd of marionettes sus- 
pended on wire springs and moved by 
some irresponsible power in gyrating 
circles. As a dance it is not standard. 
ized yet, and each one toddles as his or 
hér fancy dictates, and fancy is a live- 
ly and various source of inspiration, as 
we all know. 


New Steps and Old. 

it was a year or so before the great 
war that the world went dance mad. 
The mania began with the Argentine 
tango. How shocked wandering Argen- 
tinos were to find people of the polite 
world dancing a dance only found in 
the underworld of their country! To 
be sure, we practiced only the mildest, 
most seemly steps. There were among 
society folks some artists in the tango 

- Mike Mr. and Mrs. Roy McWilliams and 

Miss Lucy Blair (now Mrs. Howard 

Linn), and when they danced other less 

proficient tangoers stayed their own 

feet to watch and study. 

The tango was followed by that epi- 
demic of queer zodlogical steps, known 
variously as the turkey trot, the grizzly 
bear, the bunny hug, the lame duck, 
ete. Earlier, much earlier, in the old 
unsophisticated days when beaux de- 

-yoted their evenings to making calls, 

and pink paper shades were the height 
of home adornment, a dashing dance 
called the Boston dip or glide intoxi- 
cated the dancers of that remote era. 
Even earlier was a bacchanalian step 
called the heel and toe polka, and one 
even more audacious, known as danc- 
ing in the barn. 

From those simple times to the 
“shimmy ” is, in fact, no farther than 
from the long skirts of that epoch 
(filthy, insanitary, and unbeautiful) to 
the knee high garment of today. Some- 
where in between the animal dances 
there came for a moment a step called 
“tickle toes,” if I'm not mistaken. 
Probably I have omitted some popular 
steps, though for the last two years 
the one-step and the fox trot seem to 
have filled all the needs of the ambi- 
tious. 

It would take some extremély wise 
psychologist to trace the connection 
between the sudden passion for danc- 
ing which swept the world in 1912 and 
1913 and the holocaust of blood and 
violence which came so swiftly on the 
heels of the dance mania. 

Among savages of Africa and Amer- 
ica war is or was always preceded by 
wild, dance orgies. When, in the did 
colonial days word was brought that 
the Indians were dancing the pioneers 
always prepared for trouble—and usu- 
ally got it, too. In the same way, the 
white explorers in darkest Africa, when 
they hear the distant throb of the na- 
tive drum, that thrilling, disturbing 
sound, always khow that somewhere 
there is a gathering of dark hordes for 
the flerce dance which will be followed 
by a bloody raid or dark deed of some 
kind. 


Visitors from the Argentine. 

Social customs differ profoundly 
among civilized nations. Last week 
two good looking and attractive Argen- 
tirlians, Carlos Salas and Riccardo 
Quesada, members of a commission 
appointed by their government, came 
to Chicago to investigate our methods 
of food supply. They were interested 
not only in our stockyards, grain ware- 
houses, and business methods, but also 
in our manners and customs which 
they found so different from those in 
their native land. 

They couldn't understand the ex. 
treme freedom of action which prevails 
among our young women. In their 
country even the married women have

no such liberty. The visitors com- 
mented on the brilliant, clear look in 
the eyes of American women.

Of 
politics, affairs, international events, 
books théy know nothing and care less. 
I don’t suppose that there has ever 
been such a thing as a woman’s lunch- 
eon in the society annals of the Ar- 
gentinian capital. Balls, opera, and 
races are the main social distractions 
of the great worid there. 

Before their balls they never have 
the dinners which here are such a life 
saving feature on the evening of a 
bie ball’, There the men dine at their 
clubs while the women sup at home. 
The balls don’t begin until near mid- 
night, and last until 4 or 5 o'clock. 
Supper is served about 1 o’clock and 
is a prolonged sit-down affair. 

No man of the higher grades of 
business. such as a lawyer or banker 
ever appears at his office until noon. 
All business is transacted between 2 
p. m. and 7 p. m. 

The visitors were surprised to find 
it a custom here to discuss business 
at dinner. They commented on the 
fact that they were invited to dine, 
during their sojourn in Chicago, and 
found that the only objeo® of the din- 
ner was to conclude some business 
matters. From their expressions it ev- 
idently gave them a pain and took 
away their appetites. 


_ Bars to Real Accord. 
They were both so foreign, so suave, 
su agreeable, 80 extremely well dressed, 
with such smooth and shining hair, 


so unlike anything we have in the | 


way of men of business, that it gave 
one a sense of the many impediments 
which lie between us and a genuine 
understanding with our neighbors of 
the western hemisphere. 

When the writer suggested that the 
women of Argentina might develop 
interest in the great questions of the 
day if their education were along a 
somewhat different line, one of the 
visitors not only didn't think it possi- 
ble, but he seemed quite positive that 
such a change would not be desirable.

European Relief 
Council Appeals 
Through Churches 


By Rev. Gardner Mac Whorter 


VERY priest, pastor, and ‘rabbi 
in the city has been appealed to 
by the 
the European Relief council, 

popularly known as the “ Hoover com- 
mittee,” from the fact that Herbert 
Hoover is the national chairman, for 
the “national collection” to save the 
lives of three and one-half million 
starving and suffering children of cen- 
tral and eastern Europe. A letter has 
also been sent to every church in the 
state, but the following is the letter 


addressed to every church and syna- 
gogue in the city: 


“To the Churches and Synagogues: 
The great task which the United States 
has undertaken is almost accomplished. 

-Since the beginning of the great war, 
we have fed millions of starving people 
in Europe. There remains still to be 
fed and to keep from starvation 3,500,- 

-* 006 children until the next harvest. 


“These children are in the countries 


of Hungary, Austria, Péland, Germany, 


Czecro-Slovakia, Roumania, Transy]}- 
-vania, and Jugo-Slavia. The suffering 
of the winter will be extremely great 
unless we can protect those who need 
our help. Ten.dollars will keep one 
child alive for ten months, and if each 
family would take one little invisibie 
guest at their table, it would do much 
to alleviate the great distress which 
is pending in Euyope. There is no time 
to be lost—the winter is upon us, and 
‘we must act at once. We earnestly 
appeal to every minister of every 
‘church and synagogue to present this 
appealing cause to his people at some 
propitious time in the immediate fu- 
ture, and give every one an opportun- 
ity to help.. 

“There will be a question in the 
_minds of many whether we should 
‘neglect the children at home to care 
‘for those over there, but Jet us do 
what we can for both. The children 

_ are not starving here, and a few 
months would make little difference, 
but sixty days of delay in Europe 
would cause many of the children to 
perish. 

“ America has not failed in the past. 
The hearts of all Americans go out to

A NEW MEASURE OF SIZE. 


HE diameter of Betelgeux, the 
brightest ster in Orion, has been 
measured. This is the first time 
that a fixed star has yielded di- 


rectly to our measuring machines. 


here are a number of stars in space, 

is true, whose sizes have been found 
by other less direct means, but this 
measurement is the first of its kind. 
No less startling are the results dis- 
covered. 

Betelgeux is a sun 27,000,000 times 
as big as our own sun. The sun, we 
know, is almost a million miles in 
diameter—886,000, to be exact--and is 
332,000 times larger than the earth. 

Betelgeux is at least 300,000,000 miles 
in diameter—so large, in fact, that if it 
were put in the solar system in place 
of the sun its surface would extend al- 
most to Mar’s orbit, while the earth, 
Venus, and Mercury would be deep 
buried in its fires. | 

To show what little specks we really 
are in the universe let this great sun 
shrink in size until it becomes a giobe 
two miles across. Should the earth 
shrink to a like degree it would 
become a sphere the size of a baseball, 
and we, who must take 5,000 steps to

Betelgeux was measured by a new 
instrument invented by Prof. Michael- 
son of the University of Chicago. He 
calls it an interferometer, and it is 
used as a part of the great W0 inch 
telescope at Mount Wilson, Califor- 
nia, the largest glass in the world. 


An interferometer measures the dif- 
ferences in wave forms that occur in 
light beams. It is one of the most 
sensitive instruments ever invented. If 
it is suitably set to look upon a great 
slab of stone the pressure of a finger 
can be revealed bending the slab up 
and down. 

The suns of Orion are all extremely 
large. Rigel, at the foot of the con- 
stellation, is believed to be much larger 
even than Betelgetx, while the Great 
Nebula has many suns entangled in 
its gases whose bulks far transcend 
our sun. The suns of Orion are also 


| the youngest and hottest stars we 


know. Betelgeux is not thought to be 
a true Orion star, but rather an out- 
post of the group, lying far on this 
side of the others.

Civilian aviation is largely a thing 
of the future in Japan. There are 
probably at present not more than 
twenty or twenty-five persons—outside 
‘of army and -navy circles—who even 
| pretend to be aviators, while aero- 
| planes in the possession of civilians 
may number thirty. 
| Aviation in Japan is jn a belated | 
condition, and is almost entirely con- | 
' trolled by the military authorities. The 
| army tends to carefully guard its con- 


trol, and it is difficult for civilians to 
make flights. To do so, permission 
must first be obtained, in each case, 
from the police station nearest the; 
start of a proposed flight. Again, as| 
all landing fields of any importance 
now established are either the prop- 
erty of or controlled by the military, 
the use of such fields is greatly re- 
stricted for civilians. 

There are now no uniform rules or 
regulations issued by any government 
authority for the control of civilian 
faviation. The army practically con- 
trols the land, while the navy super-, 
vises the inland sea and coastal re- 
gions, as far as aviation is concerned. 
Civilian flights must, therefore, be 
made largely under such restrictions 
as these authorities impose in each 
case.

'peller will lift only five pounds to a 
horse power. The propellers are driv- 
en by two Gnome motors of ninety 
| horse power each. As you now see, the 
machine the profPllers will raise it

‘in pairs, one above the other. They | 
‘turn in opposite directions, so elimi- 
‘nating the torque and giving added | 
‘lift. After the ship is in the air they |

“ Stability is maintained by balances, | 
which, by compressed air motors, speed 
| up the propellers gn the lower side. For 
instance, if the machine tips to the 
left the propellers on the left will re- 
_volve faster and te ship will be imme- 
‘diately righted. Stability counts more 
‘than anything in a ship of this kind, 
because there are no wing surfaces, al- 
though we can put ona wing panels or 
even gas bags if we desire.”’ 

The machine was secured to iron | 
pipes so that it could rise only two feet 
in a test given recently. The motofs 
were started and the ship immediately | 
ascended to the limit of the supports. — 
It has never been free from the ground, 
_aithough Mr. Leinweber is positive 

that it would rise and fly and be easily | 
controlled. 

Mr. Leinweber plans to build huge 
‘ships, bearing twelve of, the lifting pro- | 

pellers, which, he says, with the auto- | 

matic stabilizer, will make the degree | 
safety unusually high.

‘ent holder. It will grip the air in- 
jstantly. It will give more lift to the, 
horsepower than any “stick” now!

The Leinweber helicopter first came | 

into the aviation world in 1914, when |

patents to Washington. Before he died 

and left the machine to his sons to per- 

fect, he predicted that a heliecpter and
